Correspondent had been asked 
to undertake preparation of the book,*and requested permission to utilize a quotation 
in it from the Director's foreword m ^Masters of^D eceijL " This quotation would 
appear in the book on a separate page^aneaa oiffieTSie.

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Thank you very much for your answer of Nov. 3, 1961 
the enclosed material, which I had read with* great interest, 
showed me once more, as did your book M Masters of Deceit , 
that the ant i- communism propaganda and the protective measures 
against communism in U.A.S. are very good. 

Sorry to say, I cannot have the same opinion about anti- 
communism propaganda abroad. The work of U.S. Information Agen- 
cies seems to be insufficient. So called unkommitted countries, 
as a rule, support the Soviet Union but not the U.S.A., as thmugh 
they get much more financial and technical help from U.S.A.. 
Besides nobody but the U.S.A. protect their very independance 
from the imperialism of the Communist Block. 

Something should be wrong with the work of Jbhe Informa- 
tion Agencies. That is, why such book as -" Masters of Deceit in 
Kremlin " would be of great importance. Very pity that your time 
does not allow you to write it. 

May be the Agencies overlook the fact, that in such ide- 
ological struggle it is hot enough to fight only for the mind 
of the people. The feeling ,or the soul, should be won too. 

To gain the soul> the communists use together propaganda- 
movies, radio, television, music and songs. The latter are es- 
pecially effective, because by songs they can start to influenc 
the* feelings of even the small school children.

You may recall the undersigned from a letter by me to your Mr... Carla 
DeLoach, which wag referred to you. This was several months ago. Th my 
letter to Mr. DeLoach I suggested that a movie of your boog *Masters of 
£fififiitUriight be a very useful tool in our fight, against communism - anyway 
your answer was nori-commital, which. I feel was due to modesty on your 
part, as well as to your position . . . anyway I talked, with Mr. Ronald Reagan, 
who as you know is an outspoken and active conservative. He thinks that 
this would be a wonderful thing to do.
